A rriving at the airport in Spring­ 
field, he was greeto i by a num ber 
of the clergy la*t Monday after­

CONSTRUCTION 
INDUSTRY 
Peter Kiewit Fresident 
Peter Kiewtt Sons', b e . 
I would like to start in by telling 
you a few things about die con* 
struction industry which you may 
not know. It is our largest indus­ 
try, accounting for one-ninth of the 
gross national product. Unlike the 
automobile 
industry where five 
companies supply virtually all cars, 
or the steel and aluminum indus­ 
tries in which a handful of com­ 
panies in each category supply 
most of the basic metal, there are 
almost a half-million contractors-— 
some 20 per cent more than when 
I participated in this program eight 
years ago. Four thousand of these 
construction companies do an an­ 
nual volume in excess of a million 
dollars, and many of them are cap­ 
able of handling individual con­ 
tracts in the multi-million dollar 
range. Our company has been suc­ 
cessful in bidding and building 
single jobs in excess of $50 million 
and there are a number of other 
contractors qualified to bid on work 
of this size, with the result that 
there are frequently eight or more 
bidders on such projects. 
Because of the great number of 
contractors involved, complete and 
accurate data concerning the indus“ 
try are not available. However, 
from what can be learned, it would 
appear that the 1962 construction 
volume is 8 per cent higher than 
1961 which is the largest yearly in­ 
crease since ’55. A large part of 
this increase represents rising cost 
rather than an increase in the 
amount of work put in place. After 
adjusting for price inflation, con­ 
struction volume during the last 
few years has increased only about 
half as much as the increase ex­ 
perienced by the general economy. 
What happens to the economy 
1 generally has a bearing on what 


available by the last Congress. The 
Corps of Engineers and Bureau of 
Reclamation have $128 million more 
than they had a year ago at this 
time. There is almost $2 billion 
more in Federal Aid for highway 
construction, plus the $900 million 
provided for various construction 
projects in depressed areas under 
the Emergency Construction Act.

BLOOD ABNORMALITIES 


A significant relationship between 
smoking habits and two blood ab­ 
normalities was reported today by 
four Los Angeles medical rerearch­ 
ers. 
The 
blood 
abnormalities 
have 
been 
associated previously with 
various 
diseases, 
according 
t o 
Charles L. HeiskeU, M.D., Jam es 
N. Miller, Ph. D.. Herrick J. Aid- 
rich. M.D.. and Charles M. Car­ 
penter, M.D. The abnormalities are 
revealed by chemical tests show­ 
ing the appearance of substances 
not found in normal blood. 
The findings resulted from a study 
of 1.500 men and women over the 
age of 25 living in an agricultural 
community who volunteered for 
blood tests, the researchers said in 
an article in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
The study showed that both blood 
abnormalities increased with age 
In men and women, they said. How­ 
ever, when the effect of age was 
held constant, there was a signifi­ 
cant correlation between the inci­ 
dence of the abnormalities and in­ 
creased cigarette smoking, they 
said. The correlation, they added, 
was significantly closer in men 
than in women. 
“ The implications of the increas-1 
ing frequency of serologic (blood) 
abnormalities with increasing age 
are evident, in that the older sub­ 
jects are more likely to have dis­ 


ease,“ the authors said. “ The im­ 
plications of the increased frequen-* 
ey of serologic abnormalities in cig­ 
arette smokers, when the effect of 
a«»e is held constant, are less evi­ 
dent.” 


Further studies are in progress, 
to determine the significance of J 
these blood abnormalities in caus-1 
ing disea.-e and their relationship i 
to smoking, they said. 
One of the two blood factors I 
studied is the Creative protein <C-j 
RP), an abnormal blood protein 
which has been found in patients 
with such inflammatory d iseases as 
rheumatic fever and in cancer pa­ 
tients, the authors said. Previous 
studies have shown that CRP rare­ 
ly, if ever, occurs in the blood of 
entirely healthy subjects, they said. 
The other factor is an abnormal 
dispersal of chemical particles in 
the blood, determined by a so-called 
seroflocculant fSF) test, they said. 
The SF test has not been studied 
as thoroughly as CRP. they said, 
but the abnormality has been found 
frequently in patients hospitalized 
for cancer as well as a variety of 
are subtle evicence of disease, they 
are not indicators of specific dis­ 
ease. the researchers said. How- 
ever. smoking has been associated 
with a wide variety of causally un­ 
related diseases, they said.

I would like to start in by telling 
you a few tilings about the con­ 
struction industry which you may 
not know. It is our largest indus­ 
try. accounting for one-ninth of the 
gross national product. Unlike the 
automobile 
industry where 
five 
companies supply virtually all cars, 
or the steel and aluminum indus­ 
tries in which a handful of com­ 
panies in each 
category supply 
most of the basic m etal, there are 
almost a half-million contractors— 
some 2 0 per cent more than when 
I participated in this program eight 
years ago. Four thousand of these 
construction companies do an an­ 
nual volume in excess of a million 
dollars, and many of them are cap­ 
able of handling individual con­ 
tracts in the multi-million dollar 
range. Our company has been suc­ 
cessful 
in bidding and building 
single jobs in excess of $50 million 
and there are a number of other 
contractors qualified to bid on work 
of this size, with the result that 
there are frequently eight or more 
bidders on such projects. 
Because of the great number of 
contractors involved, complete and 
accurate data concerning the indus" 
try are not available. However, 
from what can be learned, it would 
appear that the 1962 construction 
volume is 8 per cent higher than 


available by the last Congress. The 
Corps of Engineers and Bureau of 
Reclamation have $128 million more 
than they had a year ago at this 
time. There is almost $2 billion 
more in Federal Aid for highway 
construction, plus the $900 million 
provided for various construction 
projects in depressed areas under 
the Emergency Construction Act. 
Funds for the space program have 
been more than doubled and it is 
probable that m ilitary construction 
will continue at a high rate. Util­ 
ity construction, both public and 
private, will continue to climb in 
an effort to catch up with expand­ 
ed requirements. Construction of 
schools, hospitals, social and rec­ 
reational facilities will continue to 
climb.
